N attempting to delineate a chatac- 
ter eminent for irs talents, refpecta- 
ble for its virtues, or diftinguiihed by 
any excellence, it is hardly pofhble, 
from the nature of ats claims, to efcape 


‘the imputation of exaygerated panegy- 


tic. The perfon, who undertakes to 
prefent the public with the following 
{ketch of Dr. Gibfon’s life and charae- 
ter, is confcious that he labowrs under 
this difadvantage; and his embarraff- 
ment is not a little heightened by a 
fenfe, that his endeavours muft after all 
prove very inadequate to the tafk: the 
motive, however, by which he proleffes 
himlelf to be aétuaied, mult operate 
firongly in his tavour, and that is a 
fincere defire of doing fome degree of 
jultice to the memory of that venerable 
gentleman. , 

The doétor was the eldeft fon of a 
refpelable merchant in Fiéet ftreet, 
Dublin, where he was born in the year 
W71t. From the earlieft dawn of rea- 
fon, he exhibited proofs of a very fupe- 
tior underftanding, which he cultivated 
bya clear and unremitting attention to 
books; infomuch, that’ thofe hours 
Which heaith feems to demand for re- 
laxation, were by him ufually dedicated 
to fturdy ; and whenever he was pre- 
vailed upon to join in any puerile 


Tecreation, it was oenerally with appa- 


rent reluctance, as if he thought it a 

milemployment of his time. His father, 

as might be expedited, did not reprefs 

this ardent difpofition to learning, nor 

difcourage his affiduous exertions, « but 

employed the ableft mafters to inftruct 
Nib. Maz. Aprily17g6. 


him, and fpared no expence on his 
education. Atthe age-of ten, he had 
made fuch a confiderable progrefs in 
the claffics, that he might then have 
entered college with credit; but it was 
judged advifable to poftpone it for ten 
months longer, an interval which he 
laid-out to fuch advantage in preparing 
himfelf, as effectually to overcome any 
feruples which might be entertained on 
account of histender years. On entet- 
ing the univerfity, he juflified the warm- 


eft expectations of his friends, in being 


diftinguifhed with the firft place; and 
for the firft four years of his unde?- 
ptaduate courfe, he regularly obtained 
a premium and a certificate, befides 
other marks of honourable teftimony. 
The fuccefs which attended his acade- 
mic fludies, while it attra&ted the notiée 
of his acquaintance, naturally pointed 
his views toa fellowfhip, and he lookeil 
forward with well grounded confidence, 
toward the attainment of that truly 
dignified ftatiuon. In the tellowfhip 
courfe he had made fome proficiency, 
when -a misfortune occurred, which 
feemed to darken his moft flattering 
profpects. Siting up late one night 
reading, he was attacked by a violent 
nervous complaint, occafioned his 
fedentary life and intenfenefs of appli- 
cation, which fo affeéted his organs of 
fpeech, that he fpoke not without = 
thicknefs and impediment eve? after- 
wards. From that period he difconti- 
nued his lucubrations, and except @a 
very particular occafions, never agai 
eo ied akter the proper feafon of going

into her mind, that it fcemed to effae 
from it all impreffions of a fofter pa. 
ture. In her grief for ber brother, 
every other paffion was abforbed, and 
that love for his friend, which he had 
helped to cheriih in her breaft, fubfided 


torcit. But it was not*neceffary: the 
materials he had laid up already in his 
mind from the ftores of icience and hu- 
manity, required rather to be digeficd 
than added to: and as his itudies be- 
came thenceforward lefs intente, fo 
they took a greater fcope and variety. 
His leifure hours he devoted to polite 
literature, and even paid his court, oc- 
cafionally, to the mufes. When he 
was in his 19th year, he fat for a 
fellowfhip, and fucceeded with the 
greateft eafe, as there were three va- 
cancies, and but five candidates. He 
had now reached the fummit of literary 
dittinétion, at a period of life when 
others have hardly fet out on their 
career. His acquaintance was fought 
after and folicited by perfons ‘of the 
firft confequence, whether for genius, 
fortune, or flation. He was even com- 
plimented with thetuition of the fon of 
a duke, then lord lieutenant of Ireland; 
but either from a difapprobation of his 

race's minilterial condu&t, or on ac- 
count of the diffipated habits which his 
pupil had contracted, in a few months 
he relinquifhed histrutt, though much to 
the diffatistaction of the nobie father; 
at the fame time he refigned a deanery 
to which he had been: preferred, on 
Jearning, about a fortnight after he had 


taken poffeflion of it, that it was ori- 


ginal intended 


tor another. The 
uke, both then and tome few years 
after, on his being appointed a fecond 
time to the government of this king- 
dom, endeavoured by the mediation of 
friends, to conciliate the doctor; but fo 
deeply rooted was the prejudice of the 
Jatter, that all efforts proved ineffectual, 
and he remained inflexibly obitinate. 
He had i his chambers a favourite 
pupil of the name of Holt, the only fon 
of the then rector ot Paineflown, whom 
he fo effectually affifted in reading fora 
fellowthip, as to enable him to fucceed 
to one with great credit. To this in- 
timacy he owed his introduction to that 
gentieman’s fifter, Frances, a young 
lady of many amiable qualifications 
and perfonal accomplifhments, to whom 
he paid his addrefies, which were at 
firft favourably received; but the un- 
timely death of Mr. Holt, about a year 


after he became a fellow, fumk fodesply 








to the level of efteem. She fiill pe. 
tained forbim the higheit regard, though 
uninfluenced by thofe fentiments of 
tender affection, which a happier day 
infpired.. So that when the doétor 
came to renew his addrefles, at fucha 
diltance of time as decency prefcribed, 
he had the mortification to find her 
deat to his folicitations. Her objection 
to him could arife from no other caufe 
than that of too creat fenfibility, as the 
doétor, though now erght years a fenior 
fellow, was only about thirty-five years 


of age, rather handfome, of refined : 


manners, and molt generaily admired 
and carefied. ‘This repulfe from his 
miftrefs, for which he was fo ill prepar- 
ed, preyed upon his {pirits and affected 
his health fo much, that he was ordered 
abroad by the phyficians, for his reco? 
very. Upon this occafion he {pent 
four years on the continent, when he 
alfo availed himfelf of the opportunity 
of enlarging his knowlege and improv 
ing his tafte, by travelling through the 
principal parts of Holland, Germany, 
Swilferland, France, &c. On his re 
turn, he felt the veteris vefigia flamm, 
unabated by abfence or length of time, 
and found the transfer of his affections 
impracticable. He recommenced his 
fuit, but fill the lady continued obdv- 
rate; nor was it without the kind inter 
vention and earneft-importunity of fome 
very particular friends, that fhe was a 
length induced to yield. The doctor 
by this timehad attained his 4rft year, 
and the college living of Cappagh, # 
the diocefs of Derry, happening to be 
come vacant, he gladly accepted of ut 
in order to have it in his power tobe 
united to one, who had been fo lon} 
the objeét of his tendereft regard. Ac 
eordingly, the nuptials were tolemn 

at the houfe of mifs Holt’s, father, 4 
clergyman of exemplary piety and Wh 
tue. 


When the daétor went. firft tobi 
living, he found the parith in fo low! 
ftate in almoft every refpect, mom 
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1790. + 
and ‘natural, as tocall forth all 
his exertions of mind and body, to re- 
claim and improve it. The bulk of 


the inhahitants were wretchedly poor, - 


ignorant and unprincipled; the church 
and glebe houfe both in a decayed con- 
dition; 4nd hardly a paffable road 
through the parith, though upwards 
of twenty-five miles in circuit. With an 
aftivity and energy fuited to the Im- 
portance of the occafion, and invigorat- 
ed by a fenfe of duty, he perfevered, 
tll by his well-adapted exhortations, 
both public and private, which he il- 
luftrated by his own example, he 
wrought a molt ftriking and fubftan- 
tial reformation in the morals of the 
people; while, by his charities, which 
he beftowed with a liberal, but difcri- 
tinating hand, he contributed to 


alleviate the diltrefs, and promote the 


comfort of numberlefs families. He 
endeavoured to excite a fpirit of indul- 
try amongft them, and as far as was In 
his power, gave them employment. 
The education of their children, was 
one of his principal objeéts. He efta- 
blifhed {chools, wherever the neighbour- 
hood was fufficiently populous to 
furnifh pupils, and appointed to each 
an approved maiter, with a competent 
filary. In order to facilitate a commu- 
nication and carriage between the diffe- 
reat parts of the country, he repaired 
old roads, made new, and conftructed 
bridges where neceffary, to accomplifh 
that moft ufeful end. He built a very 
excellent parfonage-houfe, and another 
comfortable one ae the curate, befides 
anumber of {nug cottages for labour- 
ers. But what will remain for centuries 
a landing monument of his laudable 
zealand high fente of parochial. duty, 
is the magnificent church and fteeple 
he was the means of erecting; towards 
which he not only contributed with an 
almoft unbounded magnificence, but 
fuperintended the work in perfon, 
while it was carrying on; at the fame 
time that all the difburfements went 
throzeh his hands, and the accounts, 
even to the minuteft article, was kept 
by himfelf. His condu@, on this occa- 
fion particularly, was confidered to be 
© highly meritorious, as to gain him 


| the pudlic thanks of the grand jury of 
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the county, of his grace the primate, 
and of the bifhop of the diocefs. . 

Thus had he the happinefs of feeing 
in the courfe of a few years, the faluta- 
ry effects of bis exertionsin his paftoral 
socation. Under his foftering care, 
the caufe of virtue and religion was 
advanced ina manner hitherto unex- 
ampled in thofe parts, and by the 
right principles, which he was ever in- 
culcating in the minds of the rifing ge- 
neration, a fair pro{fpeét was opened of. 
its fiiil farther improvement. Popula- 
tion and agriculture were in a flourifh- 
ing ftate; and the bleffings of honeft 
labour, fobriety, good order and civili- 
zation, were extended all around him. 
Thus he continued until his 77th-year, 
refpeted, efteemed, and beloved by all, 
and enjoying thofe refined and exalted 
pleafures, which flow from a well- 
{pent life. As yet his days feemed to 
be unciouded by any material affliction, 
and to have pafled onin an unintere 
rupted ferenity. But the more length- 
ened the life, the lefs profpe¢t can there 
be of exemption from ie viciffitudes 
incident to mortality. ie 

It now pleafed Heaven to deprive 
him of that wife, with whom he lived 
in the molt perfect anion for upwards 
of thirty five years, on whofe account 
he endured fo much, and had waited fo 
long; and whofe lofs was the more 
heavy and fevere, as he had no child to 
foothe and muigate his forrows.. He 
was not deftitute of friends and rela- 
tions, who by their kind offices, con- 


‘tributed all in their power to render 


the refidue of his days fupportable: but 
the endearing attention of one, whom 
mutual tendernefs, as 
habitude. and intercourfe of fo mafy 
years, had rendered indifpenfable ta 
him, could be but ill fupplied by any, 
the moft feeling fubftitutes. He fought 
relief from his anguith in philofophic 
retirement, pious meditation, and the 
fociety of a few cholen intimates; but 
the firoke he had received, infliéted a 
wound as deep as it was hapelefs.. His 


conititution, though naturally robuft,. 


unequal to the itruggle, funk beneath it; 
a decline was vifible, though gradual, 
and he languifhed till his 8 h year— 
when, no longer able to. fuftain «the

reffure of mental and bodily infirmity, 
Fe betook himfelf to his chan ber and 
his bed, fully fenfible of his approach- 
ig departure, and waiting for it with 
merck refignation : his confinement, 
however, was fhort, and fcarcely ac- 
companied with any fymptom of pain; 
four days only, did he linger in this 
Rate, and on the fifth he expired, 
Septémber 18, 1795. 

With refpe& to the general eharac- 
ter of do&tor Gibfon, we have little to 
add to what has been already obierved. 
Neither his talents, nor his virtues were 
of the oltentatious kind; but the former 
were ¢fiimable, and the latter amiable 
and ufeful. At a very early age, his 
fagacity enabled him to difcover the 
moft approved principles for the regu- 
lation of his conduét, to which he 
continued through life to adhere wih the 
oft undeviating fleadinefs: and he 
was not content with mediocrity, in 
any object of his purfuits, but aimed at 
excellence in them all. He formed 
his judgment, both of men and books, 
by the beft models; and attained to a 
degree of accuracy and refinement, 
which, as well in common as in literary 
matters, rendered him a moft intellicent 
advifer and valuable friend. It muft, 
however, be confeffed, that he had 
more of honefty than of infinuation in 
bis manners; and though his converfation 
was not without charms, yet, perhaps, 
there was difcoverable in it fomewhat 
of that fludied air, which even the po- 
liteft {cholars are apt to contract in re- 
tirement, and to which, in his cafe, the 
impediment in his fpeech already men- 
tioned, might not a little have contri- 
buted. 

Of his abilities mm compofition, we 
are precluded from forming an 
adequate idea, as Whatever productions 
of his pen he permitted to come before 
the public eye, were under a feigned 
fienature; and thole fpecimens of his 
writings which he left behind him, 
(cpnfifiing chiefly of a few fermons, 
aphorifms, religtous tracts and hymns) 
he impofed an inviolable obligation 
on his ¢xecutors, to deitroy ; but we 
may with truth affirm, that his tafte 
was critically exadi, and his reBzctions 


quit, tolid, and enlarged.

If we may dwell with pleafure on 
any part of his charaGler more thay 
another, it is on the unblemifhed 
purity of his morals, and the rational 
fervour of his piety : and yt, cxem 
as he was from every vice himfif, he 
was refirained by charity, from being 
too fevere in his reprehenfions on the 
criminal condu@t of others. His mo# 
obvious foible (as who is free from 
every fhade of imperfection ?) was 
a certain faftidioufnels with whieh | 
he fometimes treated thofe with whom | 
he converfed. But this arofe more — 
from natural temper and long in- 
dulged habits, than from any arrogated 
claim to perifonal, or protefiional | 
fuperiority. If he poffeffed pride, 
it was unmixed with vanity ;. for, | 
however ambitious he might have 
been to eftablifh a memorable re- 
putation, he delicately, but determi. 
nedly, declined the tranfmiffion of 
it to pofterity, through any monumental - 
medium, when ftrongly folicited to 
it by a perfonage of high literary 
character, and flattering difcrimina: 
tion.

tice, was a powerful temptation to law- 
lefs robbers, and I was well aware of 
the dangers which furrounded me. I 
became a firanger to fleep, a victim to

where, tormented me when awake, 
lay down with me upon niy couch, and 
created frightful dreams, when. my 
weary eyes were now and then clofed 
by the hand of flumber. My confcience 
which had been lulled afleep, recovered 
its power by degrees, and the fleeping 
viper of remorfe was roufed by the ge- 
neral tempeft which was raging within 
my breaft; the hatred I bore the hu- 
snan race turned its dagger againft my- 
felf——-I was reconciled to human kind, 
and curfed nobody but myfelf: the 
dreadful confequences of vice ftared me 

rifly in the face, and my natural good 
Eafe difpelled at length the delufions 
which had led me aftray from the bleff- 
ed path of virtue; I felt how deep I 
had fallen, and gloomy melanchol 
ftepped in the place of gnafhing def- 

air: I wifhed, with weeping eyes, to 
me itin my power to recall the umes 
paft, and was convinced that I would 
make a better ule of the hours I had 
dedicated to the vile fervice of guilt; I 
began to hope that I yet would reform, 
being fenfible that I fhould be able to 
effet a reform.

‘I am well aware that I fupplicate 
for fomething quite uncommon: my 
life being forteited, it does not become 
me to propole conditions to punithing 
juftice ; however, I am not yet chained 


in fetters, am yet at liberty, and fear.

— © Tears mercy that [ crave, andif Thad 
fome claim to jnflice I would not at 
tempt now to enforce it ; yet there js 
one circumftance which I have reafon 
to recall to the recolle@tion of my judges 
The period of my crimes commences 
with that rigorous fentence which has 
deprived me of my honour. If my 
judges-had not been too fevere, if they 
had liftened to the voice of equity and 
humanity, [ fhould perhaps not have 
been reduced to the neceffity of craving 
the mercy of your highnefs—their want 
of feeling has plunged me in the fatal 
gulph of guilt.’ 

* Let mercy fupply the place of juf- 
tice and tpare my life, if itis in your pow- 
er to intercede with the law in my be 
half, the remainder of my life {hall be 
entirely devoted to your fervice : if you 
can grant my humble prayer let me 
know it by way of the public prins, 
and I will throw myfelf at your feet, 
confiding in your princely word; tt 
not, then juflice may proceed as it fhall 
be deemed proper, and I muft acta 
neceifity fhail require.’ | 

’ Tits petition,’ thus refumed the 
delinquent, ‘was not taken note, 
as well as a fecond and third, and hav

the fervice of the king of Prufhaasa

‘T gave my gang the flip, and began 
my journey. My road led me through 
a {mall country town, where I intend- 
ed to ftay the night: a few weeks 
ago a_ proclamation had been pub- 
lithed through the whole country, 


commanding a ftri&t examination of 


every traveller, becaufe the prince had 
taken a party In the war, asa member 
of the German empire.

My 
sg gave a loud fhout when they 
aw meentrapt, and I had given over 


every hope of effecting my efcape, when - 


a fudden thought ftruck me, that the 
wall might be the city wall, and that 


perhaps I woyld regain my liberty 


through a window of one of the houfes 
on the bottom of the ftreet. The door 
of that on the left fide was open, I 


jucaped from my _ horfe, and entered it. 


with a piltol in each hand, bolting the 
door after me, and haftening mmy “tna 
without being feen by any one of the 
inhabitants.

fued their way. Fear of faliing into 
the hands of my enemies obliged me to 
remain where I was until the dark man- 
tle of night fhould cover once more my 
flight.” 

‘ Hunger and thirft had hardly left 
me fufficient ftrength to keep my fitua- 
tion any longer, when I, to my inex- 
preffible joy, efpied the neft of a raven 
in the top of a tree, and fix eggs init.

‘The night was dark, and a rifing 
tempeft fhook the tops of the lof 
oaks: the diftant lightning and. the 
hollow voice of the thunder announced 
a dreadful night. The thunder foon

believers.” ‘* You sre delinquents of 
that kind,” faid the Khalif, *‘ for whom 
there is no remedy but the fword.”’

fir John Pringle, bart, at that time afm taphc 
very refpectable and ufeful prefident o! dy ar 
the royal fociety, and who united id Conve 
public worfhip with the congregatio Tuitec 
in Prince’s-ftreet, induced the doCter kind, 
after the deceafe of that great phyl 
cian, to republifh bis Six Difcourle 
delivered on occafion of the fix annual 
affignments of fir Godfrey Copley! 
medal. To thefe he has prefixed 
valuable life of the author, who, if@ 
his high rank and reputation in the } 
terary world, was undoubtedly a pre 
per object for the refearches of biog 
phy.

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Lig fill greater merits with re{pect to 
medicine, the theory and practice of 
ghich underwent confiderable chanves 
from bis experimental and practical

ty 1784. Dr. Kippis publifhed a 
amphler, entitled ’ Ohfervations on 
the late Contells in the Roy al Society.” 
This was-written with the coneiliating 
sew of allaying the animofities which 
then fubfified in that learned body ; 
and, we are happy to add, it produced 
agood effect. , 

In 1788, our biographer publifhed, 
in @ quarto volume ‘ The Lite of Cap- 
iin James Cook,’ which alterward 
appeared in the fourth volume of the 
Biographia Britannica. The fame year, 
he prefixed a lite of Dr. Nathaniel 
Lardner to a complete edition of the 
works of that eminent divine, and ex- 
cellent advocate for chriftianity, in cle- 
ven volumes, octavo. In 14790, he 
publifhed a third edition of Mr. Fownes’ 
admirable ‘ Inquiry into the principles 
of Toleration ,’ to which he prefixed 


an introductory preface, containing 


fome account of the author. This was 
followed, in 1791, by a Volume of 
‘Sermons on Practical Subjects.’ In 


‘thele Sermons, which are eminently 


calculated to ferve the important inter- 
es of truth, piety, and virtue, the 
author difcovers an intimate knowledge 
of every fubject which he difeuffes, rea- 
fons with the utmoit fairnefs, and ex- 
plains with perfpicuity. If his periods 
donot glitter with a profufion of me- 
taphors and fimilies, they emit the ftea- 
dy and durable light of good fenfe, and 
convey that kind of infiruétion which is 
luited to the moral neceffities of man- 
kind,* ,

The laft, which treats of ‘ the do@trine 


of the New Teftament concerning the 


rd’s Supper,” is one of the beft ever 
witten on the fubjeét. It had gone 
rough four editions, and was added 
to this collection, at the requeft ofa 
farned and refpectable clergyman of 
the Church of England--At different 
ae Dr. Kippis publifbed fifteen 
le Sermons, which our limits will 
AO Permit us to enumerate. 
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In 1492, our biographer. prefixed 
the Life of his excellent tutor and 
friend, the celebrated Dr. Doddridge, 
to a new edition of his‘ Family Ex- 
sofitor.’ It has been fince inferted in 
the fifth volume of the Biographia Bri- 
tannica. "| his life does the higheft 


credit to Dr. Kippis, who has very ably | 
delineated the peculiar features of his - 


friend’s character, and very fairly and 
judicioufly appreciated the merits of 
his literary produétions. The con- 
cluding. paragraph, moreover, which 
we have repeatedly read with pleafure, 
does equal credit to the goodnels of his 
heart. Indeed, the graceful recollecti- 
on, and amiable fatistaétion, which the 
writing of this Life afforded him, can- 
not fail of being felt and admired by 
every reader: 

‘ Upon the whole, Dr. Doddridge 
was not only a great man, but one of 
the moft excellent and uleful Chriftians, 
and Chriflian Minifters, that ever ex- 
ifted. The tmpreffion of his nume- 
rous and amiable virtues will not be 
effaced from my mind; fo long as it 
retains any fenfe of feeling or reflection. 
So far will be the impreflion from be- 
ing loft upon me, that I fhall always 
cherifh it with the utmoft ardour; and 
I efteem it no fmall felicity of my life, 
that [ have been preferved to give this 


teflimony of duty, gratitude, and af- 


fection, to the memory of my bene- 
faétor, my tutor, my friend, and my 
father. : :

When thefe Lec- 
tures were firft publifhed, in 1763, the 
references were fufficiently numerous; 


- but fuch a variety of publications have 


fince appeared, that is was become ex- 
tremely defirable that the lift of refer. 


ences ihould be enlarged, by introduc- 
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-gafitution much at heart, 
sailed upon to become one of the tu-.

ing the names and productions of thofe 
writers who have treated on the feveral 
fubje€ts of the LeQures fince the au- 
thor’s deceafe. No one was better 
qualified for this tafk than Dr. Kippis; 
not only from his extenfive and mt- 


‘ute acquaintance wich the progrefs of 


Iiterature in general, but.from his be- 
ang particularly converiant in the hif- 
tory of religious controveriies. He un- 
dertook it according!s 
on comparing the former edition with 
the prefent, that the value of the work 
is greatly enhanced by many new re- 
ferences inferted in the text, and by 
numerous notes of reference, intended 


‘not only to affilt theological ftudents, 


during their academical courfe, but to 


‘point out fuch fources of information 


as may be ferviceable to them tn their 


‘future inquiries. In executing his plan, 


Dr. Kippis has not attempted to give 
general illudtrations of the fubjects dil- 
exiled, nor either to confirm or oppote 
the epinionsof Dr. Doddridge; his only 
aim being to mention, with freedom 
and impartiality, the writers on ail 
fides ot the different queftions,: in order 
that the mind of the fludent may be 
falily enlarged, and that he may be able, 
with the greater advantage, to profe- 


_ cute his fearches after truth. 


On account of his numerous literary 


engagements, Dr. Kippis found himfelf

From the curfory view we have ta- 
ken of the literary labours of Dr. Kip- 
pis, a queftion will naturally occur, 
how, in the midft of fomany engave- 
ments, he could have time at his own 
command, and be enabled to difpatch 
much bufinefs without apparent hurry 


‘and confufion ? The antwer to this 


will afford a very inftructive leffon to 
all young perfons, and efpecially to 
youny Students, whole habits are not 
formed. *‘ He had been accuftomed 
from his youth,’ fays Dr. Kees, * to ear- 
ly nfing ; and he thus fecured to him- 
{elf a certain portion of time, during 
which he was not liable to be interrupt- 
ed by any foreign avocations. This ha- 
bit was no lefs conducive to his 
health, than to the difcharge of his va- 
rious literary and profeffional obligati- 
ons. * * * * The natural powers of his 
mind were cultivated with an afliduity 
and perfeverance of application, in 
Which he had few fuperiors and not 
many equals. They had been habitu- 
ated through life to regular and con- 
Rant exercife, and had acquired ftrength 
and vigour from ufe. He was never 
hurried and diflraéted by the variety of 


‘bis literary purfuits; and though he had 


many engagements which required his 
attenuon, and which divertéd his mind 
ftom the objedis of ftudy to which he 
Was devoted, he never feemed to want 
time. Every kind of bufinefs was re- 
ferred to its proper feafon. By a judi- 
cious arrangement of his fludies as well 
as of his fo at occupations, the num- 
trand variety‘of which he never of- 
tentatioufly difplayed, and by the pune 
luality of his attention to every kind of 
bufinefs in which he was employed, 
f avoided confufion; he retained on 
ocafions the poffeifion of hiafeli; 
and he found leifure for reading and 
Writing and for all bis literary ayoca- 
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tions, without encroaching on that 
time. which he appropriated to his pro- 
feflional duties and focial connexi- 
ons*.’ 

Perhaps, few perfons ever read fo 
much, and with fuch advantage to 
themielves and others as Dr. Kippis. 
We are affured by a very refpectable 
literary character, who had the inform- 
ation {rom our author himielf, that he 
once read, for three years, at the rate 
of fixteen hours a day; and one of the 
works which he read entirely through, 
was the General Dictionary, in ten 
volumes, iolio. This, he added, laid the 
foundation of his tafte and fkill in’ bio- 
eraphical compofition. What he read, 
he read with attention and difcrimina- 
tion. He formed an accurate judgment 


of the intrinfic value of every publicati- . 


on, to which he had recourie; and 
there have been few works, in the de- 
partment of literature, in which he was 
converfant, that have iffued from the 
prefs, for many years, of the fpecific 
objects and real merits of which he 
could not give a juft and fatisfactory 
account. 

The ftudies in’ which Dr. Kippis 
principally excelled, were thofe of the 
claffics, the belles-letters, and hiftory ; 
befide thole which were immediately 
connected with his profeffion 7. He 
had diligently fiudied the hiftory of his 
own country, and the principles of the 
Britilh conftitution. To thefe he was 
zealaufly attached ; and thefe he ably 
defended. Yet, asa Proteftant Diffen. 
ter, he did not entirely efcape the fuf- 
picion, in which almoft the whole body 
of Proteflant Diffenters was involved, 
of being diiaffected to the conftitution. 
Nothing could be more unjuft than fuch 
afuipicion. He was, indeed, a warm 
advocate of civil and religious liberty ; 
and he lamented, in common with fome 
of the befi and wifeft of men, the exift- 
ence of certain acknowledged abufes : 
but he was no friend to that wild theee-

ry, and indifcrim.nating innovation, 
which have defolated one of the fine!t 
countries in the world; and while he 
wifhed for a reformation of abufes in 
a peaceable, legal, and conftitutional 
way, it was flill his opinion, that the 
Britifh confiitution, with ali its defects 
(and what contrivance of human wif- 
dom can be perfect ¢) was admirably 
calculated to preferve rational liberty, 
and to continue preduclive of national 
profperity. In a word, he was 4 
Confittuticnalif. As tuch, when he ap- 
prehended that certarn political focie- 
ties, with which he had long affoctated, 
were going too far, he withdrew his 
name; but he never abandoned the 
principles upon which his firft connex- 
ion with them was founded. 

The numerous engagements of Dr. 
Kippis never led him to neglect the 
fitudtes and duties more immediately 
appertaining to his profcfhon. His 
acquaintance with the various branches 
of theology, and with fubjects lubfer- 
vient to his critical ftudy of the Scrip- 
tures, was very extenfive; and, every 
day, he conftantly read fome portion 
of the New Teliament in the original 
language. He wasa firm believer in 
Chiiflianity, upon the moft mature 
examination, and the fulleft conviet- 
gon. He had been originally brought 
up in the principles of Calvinifm . but 
an incident which he has recorded in 
a notetothe Lite of Elifha Coles, in the 
Biographia Britannica, led him to a- 
dopt more liberal fentiments. Coles on 
God’s Sovereignty (a work compofed 
in the higheit itrain of Calvinifm) was 
put into his hands, when he was 14 
yearsold, by fome zealous friends, to 
inftruét and confirm him in the doc- 
trines itcontained. ‘The reading of it, 
however, produced a contrary eff ¢. 
The author ftated the objeCtions to his 
opinions concerning abtolute eledction, 
reprobation, and other points, and eh- 
deavoured to remove them; butto our 
young ftudent the objections appeared 
itronger than the aniwers ; fo that to 
Coles on God's Sovereignty he owed 
his firft renunciation of Calvyiniim. 
‘Toward the clofe of his life he was in- 
clined to the diftinguifhing principles 
of the modern Unitarians ; but he was 
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far from embracing all the tenets 9. 
dopted by fome of them; and he dif. 
approved of their appropriating this 
appellation to themfel ves ; coniidering 
it as afluming and exclufive. 

As a preacher, Dr. Kippis was ra. 
tional and {criptural, judicious and ip. 
fiructive, practical and interelting, ef. 
pecially toward the clole of his difcourf. 
es; and, on particular occafions, be 
was happy in blending the argumenta- 
tive and pathetic. His delivery was 
natural and unaffedted, and, on occafi. 
ons that required it, animated and im. 
prefiive. 

Dr. Kippis was not more eminent 
for his mental abilities, his literary ats 
tainments, and excellent writings, than 
he was for all the virtues that can adorn 
the Chriftian, the fcholar, and the gen. 
tleman. In cheerfulnefs and pleafant. 
nefs of temper, in fuavity of manners, 
and in pleafing and inftru¢tive conver- 
lation, he was excelled by few. His 
piety originated in the mott honorable 
fentiments of the Perfeétions and Pro- 
vidence of God, whofe will was his in- 
ceffant ftudy, and whole fervice was 
his conflant delight. ts practical in- 
fluence was untform and: permanent. 
That morofenels of temper, that me 
lancholy afpeét, and aufterity of de 
portment, which refult from unworthy 
notions of the Supreme Being, and rer- 
der religion itfelf unlovely, were to 
himunknown. His were the virtues, 
and their happy effects, which the apo! 
tle enumerates as ‘the fruit of the Spl 
rit—love, joy, peace, long-fuffering, 
eentlenels, goodmefs, faith, meeknels, 
and temperance. Thefe appeared in 
all his connexions and concerns; thefe 
endeared him to all thathad the hap 
pinels of his intimate acquaintance; 
and to thefe he united inflexible inte- 
griy, and a noble independence 0 
ipirit. He was united to a fenfible, 
prudent, and cheerful companion ; but 
toward theclofe of along and happy 
connexion, his afteflionate fympathy 
was deeply wounded by the fufferings 
of Mrs. Kippis, who has been lon 
ofitted with a diforder for which 1 
reliefcan be found. For her pais 
fituation he felt feverely, and endes 
voured to alleviate it by all the attest” 
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ens of tendernefs. The divine precepts 
of the Gofpel were the directory of his 
conduct; its glorious promifes, his 
fource of hope, and confolation, and 
joy. He lived not to himfelf alone ; 


‘but, with an ardent and expanfive be- 


nevolence, his conflant aim was to 
yromote the welfare of others. ‘The 
refult to himfelf was that fatisfaction, 
which felfith purfuits alone can never 
sive; and while, in hts own breaft, 
all was tranquil and ferene, his happi- 
nefs muft have been heightened by the 
delightful con{cioufnefs that he was 
beloved by all his friends, and that, 


beyond their circle, he wasthe object 


of general eficem. In fine, during the 
courfe of along, laborious, and uteful 
life, perhaps no one ever more ftrongly 
verified the facred declaration, that 
‘the ways of Wifdom are ways of plea- 
fantnefs, and that all her paths are 
peace. 


Characteriftic Traits of tle Ancient Scotch 
Highlanders ; by the late Fohn Dat- 
rymple. 


! Bed: Highlanders were compofed 


of a number of tribes called clans, 
each of which borea different name, 
and lived upon the lands of a different 
shicttain. The members of every tribe 
were united to each other, not only by 
the feudal, but by the patriarchal bond: 
for, while the individuals which com- 
poled it were vaffals or tenants of their 
own hereditary chieftain, they were al- 
fo defcended from his family, and could 
countexactly the degree of their defcent. 
The right of primogeniture, moreover, 
lopether with the weaknefs of the laws 
to reach inacceflible countries, and more 
macceilible men, had, in the revoluti- 
on of centuries, converted thefe natural 
Principles of connexion between the 
chieftain and his people, into the moft 
lacred ties of human life. The caftle 


of the chieftain wasa kind of palace, to. 


vee every man of his tribe was made 
Welcome, and where he was enter- 


‘ained according to his ftation in time 


Of peace, and to which all flocked at 
the found of war. ‘Thus, the. meanek 
? ime clan, knowing himfelf, to be as 
Well-born as the head of it, revered, in 


> 
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the chieftain, his own honour, loved, 
in his clan, his own blood ; complain- 
ed not of the difference of ftation into 
which fortune had thrown him; and 
relpected himfclf. The chieftain, in 
return, beftowed a protection, founded 
equally on gratitude and a con{cioufnefs 
ot his own intereft. Hence the High- 
landers, whom more favage nations 
called favage, carried, in the outward 
expreflion of their manners, the polite- 
nefs cf courts without their vices, and, 
in their bofoms, the high point of hos 
nour without its follies. 
‘Their drefs, which was the laft re- 
mains of the Roman habit in Europe, 
was well fuited tothe nature of their 
country, and ftill better to the neceMi- 
ties of war. It confifted of a roll of 
light woollen, called a plaid, fix yards 
in length and two in breadth, wrapped 
loofely round the body, the upper 
lappet of which refted on the. left 
fhoulder, leaving the right arm at full 
liberty.; a jacket of thick cloth, fitted 
tightly to the body ; and a loofe fhort 
garment of light woollen, which went 


round the wailt, and covered the thigh. 


In rain, they formed the plaid into 
folds, and, laying it on the fhoulders, 
were covered as with a roof. When 
they were obliged to lie abroad in the 
hills, in their hunting parties, or tend- 
ing their cattle, or in war, the plaid 
ferved them both for bed and eovering : 
for, when three men flept together, 
they could fpread three folds of cloth 
below and fix abovethem. The gar- 
ters of their flocking were tied under 
the knee, with a view to give more 
freedom tothe limbs ; and they wore 
no breeches, -that they might climb 
mountains with the greater eafe. The 
lightnefs or loofenefs of their drefs, the 
habit they had of going always on foot, 
never on horieback ; their love of long 
journies; and, above all, that patience 
of hunger and every kind of hardthip, 
which carried their bodics forward, 
even after their {pints were exhaufted, 
made them exceed all other European 
nations in {peed and perfeverance of 
march. Montrofe’s marches were fome- 
times fixty miles in a day, without food 
or halung, over mountains, along rocks, 
through morafies. In encampments, 
') g2 eV: 
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they were expert at forming beds in a 
moment, by tying together bunches of 
heath, and fixing them upright in the 
ground ; an art, which, as the beds 
were both foft and dry, preferved their 
health in the field, when other foldiers 
loft theirs. 

Their arms werea broad fword, a 
dagger called adurk, a target, a mufket, 
and two piftols: fo that they carried 
the long fword of the Celtes, the pugio 
of the Romans, the fhield of the anci- 
ents and both kinds of modern fire 
arms, altogether. In battle, they threw 
away the plaid and under garment, and 
fought in their jackets, making thus 
their movements quicker, and their 
firokes more forcible. Their advance 
to battle was rapid, like the charge of 
dragoons. When near the enemy, they 
fiopped a little, to draw breath and 
diicharge their mufkets, which they then 
dropped on the ground. Advancing, 
they fired their piftols, which they 
threw, almoft at the fame inftant, at 
the heads of their oBponents. ‘They 
then rufhed into their ranks with the 
broad fword, threatning, and fhaking 


the {word as they ran on, fo as to con-- 


quer the enemy's eye, while his body 
was yet unburt. They fought not in 
long and regular lines, but in feparate 
bands, like wedges eondenfed and firm ; 
the army being ranged according to the 
clans that compofed it, and each clan 
according to its families ; fo that there 
arofe a competition in valour of clan 
with clan, of tamily with family, of 
brother with brother. To make an 
opening in segular troops, and conquer, 
they reckoned the fame thing ; becaufe 
in clofe engagements, and in broken 
ranks, no regular troops could withftand 
them. ‘They received the bayonet in 
the target, which they carried on the 
left arm; then turning it afide, or 
twifling itin the target, they attacked 
with the broad iword the enemy incum- 
bered and defencelefs; and, where 
they could not wield the broad fword, 
they ftabbed with the durk. ‘The only 
foes they dreaded were cavalry; to 
which many caufes contributed: the 
novelty. of the enemy; their want of 
the bayonet to reccive the fhock of the 
horfe ; the attack made upon them with

their own weapon the broad fword; 
the fize of dragoon horfes appearing 
larger to them, from a comparifon with 
thofe of their own country ; but, abowe 
all, a belief entertained uriy rally 


among the lower clais of igblanders,. 


that a war-horfe is taught to night with 
his fect and teeth. : 
Notwithftanding all thetfe advanta. 
ges, the victories of the Highlanders 
have always been more honourable for 
themfclves, 
others. A river flopped them, becaufe 
they were unaccuftomed tofwim, A 
fort had the fame effect, becaufe they 
knew not the icience of attack. They 
wanted cannon, carriages, and maga- 
zines, from their poverty and ignorance 


of the arts: they fpoke an unknown 
language ; and, therefore, could derive 


their refources only from themfeives, 
Although their refpeét for their chief- 
tains gave them, as long as they conti 
nued in the field, that exact habit of 
obedience, which the excedlive rigour of 
difcipline only can fecure over other 
troops ; yet, as foon as the victory, was 
gained, they accounted their duty, 
which was to conquer, fulfilled ; and 
many of them ran home to recount 
their feats, and ftore up their plunder, 
In fpring and harveit, more were obli- 
ged to retire, or leave their women and 
children to die of famine. ‘Their chief 
tains too were apt to feparate from the 
army, upon quarrels and points of 
honour among themfelves, and with 
others.

Mr. Boaden, informs the. public, that 
when he firft obtained a fight of thele 
ws. he thought them genuine, but that, 
upon farther examination, doubts arole, 
which terminated in a conclufion the 
reverfe of his firft impreflion. The 

rincipal circumftances on which Mr. 
B. grounds his opinien are the tollow- 
ing. 

The orthography of Mr. Ireland’s 
copy of the play of Lear differs widely 
from that of other books ot the fame 
period, and particularly from the moft 
ancient printed copies of Shak{peare’s 
plays. 

It is noteafy to conceive that the 
players, in their alterations, could pro- 
duce paflages fuperior to thole in the 
correfponding parts ofthis ms. Let the 
reader compare withthe well known 
execration of Lear, ‘“‘ Hear, nature, 
hear’, &c. the following lines from Mr. 
Ireland's Lear.

With refpeét to the {maller papers 
itis not probable that queen Elizabeth 
would addrefs Shak{peare under the 
familiar appellation of ‘“ goode Mat.

which he is addreffed as matier, did not 
exift ull 1596 [See the works of Tay: 
lor the water poet, and a contrat t 
build a theatre in 1599, fimilar to the 
newly erected globe theatre], whereas 
Leicefler, whom he was fummoned 
entertain, died in 1588; the love-letter, 
and the letter to lord Southampton 
are utterly diffimilar in fyle from the 
profe of the times, and from Shas- 
{peare’s other epiftles ;—-the profeflicn 
of faith isexquifite nonfenfe, as will 
appear from a (pecimen. ,

Mr. B’s. general conclufion is, that 
the Lear in Mr. Ireland’s pofieffion bears 
yndoubted marks of forgery, and that 
the {maller pieces have ncither the cha- 
rater of the poet’s ftyle, nor the man- 
nery of the age, are at variance with 
admitted fact, and are 
with chronology. 

The pamphlet concludes with fome 
fitious extracts from Vortigern, in

Tuts advocate for the Shakfpeare 
uss. fairly detects fome inconfiftencies 
between the accounts given of thefe mss. 
in the Oracle, and in Mr. Boaden’s 
etter. to Mr. Steevens. This cir- 
cumftance, however, does not affect 
ihe queftion of their authenticity. The 
lum of this reply to Mr. Boaden’s ob- 
jections is as follows. 

Mr. Ireland courts a rigorous fcruti- 
by. The queftion is not how Mr. I. 
came by the mss., but whether they be 
gtnuine ; family reaions of delicacy 
might require the concealment of their 
lource. In the time of Shakfpeare a 
steat diverfity of orthography prevail- 
ed; but a vatt fuperfluity of letters was 
generally obfervable. It was a common

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ble the inferior produ@ions of the 
time. The fignatures have not the ftu- 
died uniformity of a copyift, but the 
general refemblance of carelefs hafte. 
‘The number and variety of the mss. 
afford a ftrong corroboration of their 
genuinenefs ; even their defects confirm 
their authenticity ; for a forger would 
not expofe himfelf to detection by un- 
neceflary fuperfluities or omiffions. 
The moft unfinifhed paffages bear 
evident marks of the author’s genius. 
—The earl of Leicefter attended queen 
Elizabeth in the proceffion after the 
difperfion of the Spanifh armada ; it is 
probable it was, on this occafion, in 
1588, that Shakfpeare received the let- 
ter from the queen: the Globe theatre 
might have been built before that time, 
and yet becalled newly erected in 15993 
a promiffory note mentions work atthe 
Globe by Fleming in 1589.—Lear was 
probably written before Oct. 25, 1604, 
the date of the bequeft to Ireland; and 
this, even though Mr. Malone be right 
in his conjecture, that it was not writ- 
ten till after the acceffion of James I, 
for this happened March 24, 1603. 

In conclufion, the writer of this 
pamphlet pronounces Mr. B. incompe- 
tent to the undertaking of deciding the 
queftion in difpute : he does not, howe 
ever, prefume to affert the authenticity 
of the mss., till they fhall have fully 
paffed the ordeal of deep {cientific 
inveftigation ; yet he ventures to fay, 
that the proofs corroborate each other, 
and give to the whole a fpirit of con- 
fiftency and firmnefs, fcarcely ever 
attainable by falfehood. - pra “08 


IV. Vortigern under Confideration, with 
general remarks on Mr. ‘fames Baa- 
den’s Letter to George Steevens, E/qe.

Tue ground, taken by this defender 
of the authenticity of Mr. Ireland’s 
collection of mss. alcribed to Shakfpeare, 
is lower than that of the author of the 
preceding article; he only undertakes 
to fhow, that the play of Vortigern 
may be Shak{peare’s. The general ar- - 
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guments on which he founds his conclus 
fion are, that the play of Vortgern is 
fubicribed, according to the cuftom of 
the age, by the author's fignature ;— 
that there is a great uniformity in ihe 
hand writing, and an exact fimilarity 
to the fac fimi' e of Shaktpeare’ hand 
writing, given in the Gentleman’s Ma- 


gazine for 1789 ;—that the fubject of 


the play 1s fuch as Shakfpeare, who 
was well acquainted with Enelifh hiflo 
ry, was likely to have chofen, but not 
fuch as would have been fixed upon by 
one who attempted an impofiuon .— 
that it ys improbable, 1 hat any one who 
had abilines forthe undertaking, would 
run the hazard of being figma’ 1z6a as 
an impoftor, when he could be a fe- 
cond Shakfpeare ;—-that the orthogra- 
phy of thefe mss. jufficiently aprees 
with that of others of the fame peri- 
od :—and that their mumberis fuch as 
no impollor could have contrived and 
executed during his whole life. 

With refpeét to the particular mss. 
this writer’s obfervations are thele: 
The xs. of Lear may be genuine, not- 
withftanding its defects; forit may be 
the author’s firft hafty copy, written, 
without a ftnd€ regard to mcafure, ma- 
ny years before 1 was brought upon 
the flage: queen Elizabeth's letter may 
ée genuine; for in the year 1585, Shak- 
{peare had been an actor three years, 
and had doubtlefs acquired celebrity : 
befides, the earl of Leicefier might be 
entertained with fhows ull 1588; and 
the Globe theatre might then have been 
jn exiftence, for, in a licence granted to 
Shakfpeare and others by James I, in 
1603, the Globe is fpoken of as their 
ujual houfe. ‘The love-ietter may Le 
eenuine, though its flyle does not hap- 
pen to refemble that of a dedication to 
a court patron. The fac- -fimilia, &c | 
may, according to the bef conjectures, 
be the genuine work of the iuppofcd 
authors: no proof to the contrary can 
be piven. 

It is acknowledged by this writer, 
that the difcovery of thefe ass. may 
naturally excite an inquiry into the 
when, the where, and the dow.

A ruirp pleader here rifes up to 
defend Mr. I.’s mss.; but he advances 
nothing fufficiently new, to require us 
to enter into the detail of his defence. 
He icems to lay the chief ftrefs upon 
the Jegal infiiuments, which, he fays, 
would, in the judgement of feveral gen: 
tlemen, learned in : the law, be admitted 
as evidence in any court of judicatutt. 
It thefe writings were forged, the for 
gery muft, in this writer’s opinion, 
have been executed at, or near, the 
time of Shakfpeare, and would have 
been applied to fome ufe: he further 
urges, that thefe writings are fo nume 
rous, and in their nature fo unconrect: 
ed, asto time, circum/!tances, and events, 
that it is not probat le, that an impol- 
tor would have deemed them neceflary, 
or, it he had, could have accomplifhed 
the tafk of fuch a forgery ; that nothing 
can be more abfurd, than to fuppole, 
that any one would think of forging 
fuch a vaft mafs of collateral evidence, 
fragments, letters, fketches of drawings 
deeds, grants, notes on printed books, 
&e., all for the purpofe of introducing 
upon the flage a forged play in imitatl 
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oD of Shakfpeare, in which the prol- 

rai of {uccefs would be extremely 
doubtiul, and the diigrace of failure 
certain. 

This writer, as well as Mr. I.’s other 
advocates, appears to be aware, that 
che concealment refpecting the: time, 
place, and manner ot the dilcovery of 
thele mss., reafonably excites fulpicion ; 
he therefore takes great pains to per- 
fyade the public to wave this inquiry, 
and to reft the queftion of their authen- 
ticlty wholly upon internal evidence.

From the fignature annexed to thefe 
reflections, we conclude, that they are 
written by the publiuiher, Mr. Waldron.

‘This is the firlt inttance of Shak- 
{peare’s appealing to readers 5 1n wri- 
ting his dramas, itis well known that 
he thought only ot avd sors and /pecia- 
tors :—but, as it necefiarily includes an 
implication that he had prepared this 
copy of “ Kynge Leare,’’ tor the prets, 
himfelf, we might naturaily expect the 
text to be correct, at leaft intelligible ; 
fo far from which, it is, maugre Mr. 
Treland’s preface, the molt incorrect, 
unintelligible text I ever daw, in any 
copy of any play whatever: and, in- 
ftead of fuppofing, as fome may, Mr. 
Ireland, his fon, or any other intelh- 
gent perfon, the fabricator; I fhould 
rather imagine it to be really, and bona 
fide, an ancient copy; taken furrepus 
tioully and erroneoufly, from the mouths 
of actors, by fome printer’s illiterate 
devil : to which had, tor private pur- 
poles, been added an tmitation ot Shak- 
{peare’s fignature, and addres to his 
‘< wentle readerres. 

* The offeftedly-antique fpelling in

4 Nene gentleman wasdefcended fram 


one of the moft antient families in 


the North of Scotland, being coufin- 


german to the ohief of the clan of the 
Macpherfons, who deduce their origin 
from the antient Catti of Germany. 
He was born at Ruthven in the county 
ofInvernefs, in the latter end of the 
year 1738, and received the firft rudi- 
ments of his education at home, from 
whence he was feat tothe Grammar 
School of Invernefs, where his genius 
became fo confpicuous, that his relati- 
ons, contrary to their origina! intenti- 
on, determined to breed him to a learn- 
ed profeffion. With this view, he was 
fent fucceffively to the univerfities of 
Aberdeen and Edinburgh, in the laft 
of which he finifhed his ftudies. 

While at the univerfity, he exercifed 


his poetical talents, which, however, 


Werenot (if a few paffages of Oftian 
are excepted) of the firft order. In the 
year 1758, he printed at Edinburgh a 
em in fix cantoes, intitled * The 
ighlander,” in 12mo. ‘I’bis perfor- 
mance is a tiffue of fuftian and abfur-

the art of verfification. In a fhort 
time the author was fenfible himfelf of 
its faults, and, wisfaid, endeavoured 
to fupprefs it. We fhall, therefore, 
not revive this abortive effort by any 
extract. About the fame period he 
wrote the following ode on the arri- 
val of the Ear! Martfchal in Scotland, 
which he called an attempt in the 
manner of Pindar. :

After this performance, we hear no 
more of Mr. Macpherfon’s metrical 
compofitions. | 

It was intended that he fhould enter 
into the fervice of the church, but whe- 
ther he ever took orders we are uncer- 
tain. Mr. Gray fpeaks of him as a 
young clergyman™, but. David Hume 
probably more truly defcribes him as 
“a modcft fenfible young man, not 
fettled in any living, bue employed as 
a private tutor in Mr. Graham of Bal- 
gowan’s family, a way of life which 
heis not fond of ."+ This wasin the 
year 1760, when he furprized the world 
by the publication of * Fragments of

Thefe fragments, which were decl red 
to be genuine remains of antient Scot- 
tifh poctry, at their firft apnearance 
celighted every reader; and iome very 
good judges, and among the reft Mr. 
yray, were extremely warm in their 
praiies. As other {pecimens were fard 
to be recoverable, a fubfcription was 
fet on foot to enable our author to quit 
the family he was then in, and under- 
take a miffion into the Highlands, to 
fecure them. He engaged inthe un- 
dertaking, and foon after produced the 
works whoie authenticity has fince oc- 
cafioned fo much controverfy, but 
which now feem generally admitted to 
be the works of Mr. Macpherfon him- 
fel f. 

In 1762 he publifhed “ Fingal, an 
Antient Epre Poem, in tx books,” to- 
gether With feveral other Poems, com- 

ofed by Ofhan, the fon of Fingal, 
tranflated from the Galic language. 
4to. The tubject of this Epic Poem ts 
an invafion of Ireland by Swaran, king 
of Lochlin. Cuchullin, general of the 
Trith tribes during the minority of Cor- 
mac king of lreiand, upon inteligence 
of the invalion, allembled his torces 
mear Tura, a caitle on the coaft of Ul- 
Rter. ‘The poem opens with the land- 
ing of Swaran; councils are held, 
battles fought, and Cuchullin is at laf 
totally defeated. In the mean time 
Final, king ot the Highlands of Scot- 
jand, whofe aid had been folicited be- 
fore the enemy landed, arrived, and 
expelled them from the country. This 
war, which continued but fix days and 
as many nights, is, including the epi- 
fodes, the Rory of the poem. The 
feene the heath of Lena, near a moun- 
tain called Cromleach in Ulfter. This 
poem alfo was received with equal ap- 
plaufe as the preceding Fragments. 

Lhe next year he produced “* Temo- 
Ta, an antient “pic Poem, in eight 
books: together with feveral other Po- 
ems compofed by Ojfian, fon of Fin- 
gal, 4to. which, though well received, 
found the public fomewhat lets difpofed 
to befiow the fame meafure of applaufe. 


Though thefe powms bad been éxamia-

ed by Dr. Blair and others, anq their 
authentiticy afferted, there were go 
wanting lome of equal repulation for 
critical abilities, who either doubred se 
declared their difbelief of the oenuine- 
nis of them. By this time che aurhos 
fcems to have civefted bimfelt of tha 
modedfiy which Mr. Hume bac {or mer. 
ly coinmended, and treated his antalo. 
nifts In an arrogant manner, not ¢al. 
culated to remove any impreffions they 
had received. 

“Since the publication,” fays he 
“oft the laft colle€tion of Offian’s poems, 
many inlinuations have been made, and 
doubts arifen, concerning their authep- 
tictty. I fhafl probably hear more of 
the jame kind after the prefent poems 
make therrappearance. Whether thefe 
fuipicions are luggetted by prejudice, 
or are only the effects of ignorance of 
facts, I iball not pretend to determine, 
To me they give no concern, as | have 
it always in my power to remove them. 
An incredulity of this kind 1s natural 
to perfons who confine all merit to thei 
own age and country. ‘Thefe are ge 
nerally the weakelt as well asthe mof 
ignorant of the people. Indolenily 
confined toa place, their ideas are very 
narrow and circumferibed. It is ridi 
culous enough, to fee fuch people as 
thefe are branding their anceftors with 
the defpicable appellation of Barbari- 
ans. Sober reafon can cafily dilcern 
where the ttle ought to be fixed with 
more propriety. : 

“ As prejudice is always the effed of 
ignorance, the knowing, the men of 
true tafle, defpife and difmifs it. If 
the poetry is good, and the characters 
natural and ftriking, to them it is a 
matter of indifference, whether the he- 
rocs were born in the litle village of 
Angles in Juteland, or natives of the 
barren heaihs of Caledonia. ‘That ho- 
nour which nations derive from ancel- 
tors worthy or renowned is merely ideal. 
It may buoy up the minds of individu 
als, but it contributes very little to 
their importance in the eyes of others 
But of all thofe prejudices which are 
incident to narrow minds, that which 
meaiures the merit of performances py 


the vulgar opinion concerning the coun- — 


try which produced them, is contain? 
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1796- 
the moft ridiculous. Ridiculous, how- 
ever, as it 15, few have the courage to 
reject it; and I am thoroughly convinc- 
ed, that a few quaint Iines of a Roman 
or Greek Epigrammatift, if dug out of 
(he ruins of ferculaneu m, would meet 
with more cordial and univerfal ap- 
plaute than all the moft beautiful and 
natural rhapfodies of all the Celtic 
Bards and Scandinivian Scalders that

Brief Memorrs f the Honourable Fohn. 


| Forbes, Admiral of the Fleet, and Ge- 
reral of Marines. 


HIS celebrated officer, who died 
T at his houfe in Saville-row, on 
Thurfday, March 10, aged 82, was re- 
markable above all other men, for his 
extenfive and univerfal knowledge of 
haval affairs, having fludied them, in 
sll their branches, with a perfeverance, 
and obferved upon them with an acute- 


nefs and judgment, altogether unparal-. 


led. His mind was capable of em- 
bracing the greateft and moft compli- 
cated objects; and having bent it to- 
wards the ftudy of ‘that profeffion, of 
which he was allewed, by the univer- 
fl voice of his cotemporaries to bea 
pyocipal ornament, he attained fuch a 
flummit of nautical fkill as rendered 
him the oracle of all thofe who were 
mofteminent, whether in the direétion 
of the fleets of thas nation, or in the 
equally arduous tafk of fuperintending 
the civil departments of the different 
branches of the marine. | 

In the earlier part of his life he was 
peculiarly noticed as an able, enter- 
pring, and intrepid officer. He ferved 
with much reputation under fir John 
Norris; and was no lefs diftinguithed 
as capiain of the Norfolk, of 80 guns, 
in the ation of Mathews and Leftock 
with the combined fleets of France and 
Spain, when. his oallantry ‘contribited, 
ina high degree to-fave his brave frien 
admiral Mathews, whofe fecond he 
was in that engagement. So bright 
was his honour, and fo clear his repu- 
‘ton in thofe turbulent days, that, 
‘hough his evidence went wholly againft 
‘imiral Leftock, yet that officer was 


fe heard to declare, “that ‘Mr. 
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Forbes’s teftimony was given like an 
officer and a gentleman.” 

In lord Chatham’s glorious war, ad- 
miral Forbes was felected as the ableft 
affiftant the firft lord cquld have in the 
management of the admiralty, and con- 
ducted himfelf in a manner highly cre- 
ditable to his abilities, and eminently 
ferviceable to his country. 

When the warrant for executing the 
unfortunate admiral Byng was offered 
fer fignature at the admiralty board, 
admiral Forbes refufed to fign it, at the 
fame time humbly laying at his late 
majefly’s feet his objections. A copy 
of the paper given by the admiral to 
his majefty on that occafion may be 
feen in Smollet’s Hiftory of England; 
it is well worthy the aitention of all 


men of honour, as it contains, perhaps, . 


the beft {pecimen of an upright and in- 
dependent mind, and honeft and bene- 
volent heart, that is to be found tin any 
language. 

To detail the meritorious deeds of 
the venerable character before us, 
would lead to a difcuffion too exten- 
five: but the writer of this tribute. to 
departed greatnefs cannot conclude it 
without inferting an anecdote, well 
known inthe naval and political cir- 
cles, and which, it is believed, even 
majefty itfelf will recolleét with fuch 
feelings as are excited in benevolent 
minds by acts of geauine fpirit and dif- 
intereftednefs. | 

During a late adminiftration it was 
thought expedient to offera noble lord, 
very high in the naval profeffion, and 
very defervedly a favourite of his fove- 
reign and his country, the office of 
general of the marines. held by admiral 
Forbes, and fpontaneoufly conferred. 
upon him by his majcfty as a reward 
for his many and long fervices. A 
mellage was fent by the minifters, to 
fay it would forward the king’s fervice 
if he would refign; and that he fhould 
be no lofer by his accommodating the 
government, as they propofed recom- 
mending it to the king to give hima 
pention in Ireland of 30001.’ per annum, 
and a peerage, to defcend to his daugh- 
ter. ‘Lo this admiral Forbes fent an 
immediate anfwer: he told the minif- 
ters, the generalfhip of the marines was 

Yy 2 a mili- 
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a military employment, given him by 
his majefty as a reward for his fervices; 
that he thanked God he had never been 
a burthen to his country, which he 4ad 
ferved during a long life to the beft of 
his ability ; and that he would not con- 
defcend to accept of'a penfion, or bar- 
a for a peerage. He concluded by 
aying his generalfhip of marines, to- 
gether with his rank in the navy, at the 
king's feet, entreating him to take both 
away if they could forward his fervice; 
and at the fame time affuring his ma- 
jefty, he would never prove himfelf un- 
worthy of the former honours he had 
received, by ending the remnant of a 
ong life as a penfioner, or accepting of 
a peerage obtained by political arrange- 
ment. His gracious mafter applauded 
his manly fpirit, ever after continued 
him in bis high military honours, and, 
to the day ot his death, condefcended 
to thew him firong marks of his 
regard. 

Such are the outlines of the public 
character of admiral Forbes. Infirmity 
deprived him of exerting his great ta 
lents in his latter days publicly for the 
fervice of his country : but all who had 
the happinefs of his acquaintance will 
agree, that in private Jite he continued 
to his laft breath an example of the 
brighteft virtues which can adorn the 
human character. 


Account of Sir William Chambers. 


HIS gentleman, whofe fame will 

laft as long as the noble building 

of Somerfet Houfe fhall rear its majet- 
te head, was by birth a Swede. It 
has been faid, that he was deicended of 
the ancient family of Chalmers in Scot- 
land, barons of Tartas in France, and 
that his father was a merchant, who 
fuffered much by fupplying Charles 
XII. with money and goods during his 
wars, for which he received oniy the 
bafe copper coin of that monarch, 
ftruck for the purpofe in his emer- 
gencies, and like the French affignats, 


afterwards depreciated ; by which 
means the holder was involved in 
ruin. 


At the age of two years Sir William 
was brought over to England, and ata

proper time placed at Rippon {chool 
in Yorkithire, where, it Is belicved he 
continued until he was appointed chief 
fupercargo of the Swedith hips to 
China. In this fituation he did no 
remain long, probably not more thay 
one voyage. On quitung this em ploy. 
ment he determined to follow the bent 
of his genius, which led him to defen 
and architecture. 

His firft refidence in London was jp 
Poland-ftreet; but not, as has been aft 
ferted, in the bufinefs of a carpenter, 
He at an early period difplayed the ta. 
lents he poffeffed, and foon was conf. 
deied as one of the beft archite&ts and 
dratt{menin Europe. His abilities ja. 
troduced him to the knowledve of lord 
Bute, by whole intereft he was a ppoint- 
ed drawinyp-malter to his majefty, then 
prince ot Wales. ; 

His firft work of confequence was 
lord Befborough’s villa at Roehampton, 
which, trom his conduct in that buf. 
nels, procured him many other build- 
ines. He gave in his plan to lord Bel 
borough with an eflimate as an archie 
tect ; but on that nobleman’s applying 
to him {Oo know whether he would 
build it himfelf for the money men 
tioned in the eflimate, he conijented to 
undertake it, 

It was accordingly finifhed, and both 
parties, the employer and the builaer, 
were fatisfied with their bargains, and 
each with the other, 

The intercourfe which fie Wylliam 
‘Ahad obtained with his majefly foon alter 
his jovereign's accellion to the crown, 
procured for him the laying out and 
improving the gardens at Kew, whied, 
from the nature of the ground, he was 
obliged to ornament in the Chinele 
talie. In 1763 he publithed ‘* Plans, 
elevations, iections, and peripedlive 
views, of the gardens and buildings at 
Kew, in Surrey, the feat of her royal 
highneis the princefs dowager of 
Wales,” a magnificent work, in which 
the architeétural defigns were drawn 
by cur author,-the views by meffrs 
Kirby, ‘Thomas Sandby, and Marlow, 
and the engravings by Paul Sandby, 
Woollett, Major, Grignion, and Rook- 


er. In this work, fir William afligas 


the realon of his adopting the Chinele 
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fiyle in this inftance. “ The gardens 
ot Kew,” fays he, “ are not very large, 
por is their fituation by any mcans ad 
yantageous, 4s tt 5 low, and commangs 
no profpects. Originally the pround 
was one continued dead iiat; the foil 
was in general barren, and without 
ether wood or water. Wath fo many 
diladvantages, 1« Was not ealy to pro- 
juce any thing even tolerable in gar- 


dening : but princely munificence and

“An Heroic Epiftle.”’ Sir William 
Chambders’s work was entithd ‘SA 
Dillertation on Oriental Gardening,” 
gto. which, in the preface, he fays, was 
collected from hrs own obfervations in 
China, from converiations with their 
arlilts, and remarks tranimitted to him 
at different times by travellers. A 
ketch of it had beeo publifthed fome 


years before; but the performance itfeif 


appearing immediately atter Mr. Ma- 
lon’s Enoluii Garden, it was invidioutly 
lugyelied, that ihe intention of our au- 
hor was io depreciate Englith garden- 
ers, in order to divert his royai matter 
from his plan of improving the gardens 
at Richmond as they are io be feen at 
thistime.

fo tender and feductive? Theeye, on 
the contrary, is not large enough, and 
its iris is of a greyifh hue; but, placed 
on the furface of the face, the look 
open, frank, lively, and tender, crowned 
with brown eye brows—the colour of 
my hair—and weil delineated, it varies 
in its expreflion, as the fenfible heart 
of which it indicates the movements ; 
ferious and indignant, it fometimes 
altonifhes; but it charms oftener, and 
is always awake 
fome uncalincis; I thought it too full 
at the end; neverthelels, confidered 
with the reft, and particularly in pro- 
file, the effe&t of the face was not in- 
jured by it. ‘The forehead, broad, 
bigh, with the hair retiring, elevated 
cye-brows, and veins in the form of a 
Greek ¥, that {welled at the flighteh 
emotion, afforded an enfemble liule al- 
lied to the infignificance of fo many 
countenances. As to the chin, which 
was rather retiring, it has the precife 
characters attributed by phyfiognomifts 
to the voluptuary.

My 
portrait has frequently been drawn, 
painted and engraved, but none of 
thefe imitations give an idea of my 
perfon®; it ts difficult to feize, becaufe 
i have more foul than figure, more ex- 

reffion than features. This a com- 
mon artilt cannot exprefs,; it is proba- 
ble even that he would not perceive it. 
My phyfiognomy kindles in proportion 
to the intereft with which I am infpir- 
ed, inthe fame manner as my mind ts 
developed in proportion to the mind by 
which [ have to act. I find myfelf fo 
dull with a number of people, that 
perceiving the abundance of my re- 
lources with px tfons ot talent, I have 
Imagined,io my fimplicity, that to them 
alone I was indebted forit. I gene- 
tally pleefe, becauie b have an averfion 
to offend, but i is not granted to ail 
to find me handlome, er to difcover 
what Lam worth. I can fuppofe an 
old coucomb, enamoured of himfelf, 
and vain of difplaying his flender Rock 
of fcience, filly years in acquiring, who 
might iec me tor tea years together, 
without diicovering that I could do 
morse than caltupa bill, or cut out a 
fhirt.

leaned lightly on its officers, grofs ignorance was 
coniidered as good a caufe for attachment as 
crime or corruption. ‘It would be well if the 
bill attended to this principle—for it was no time 
to give examples of violating the laws.

The Chancellor of the Exchequer then ftated. 
the fums neceflary to be borrowed, for replacing

but on this fubjeét he no further defcanted than 
to fay, that in replacing thofe fums, fome addi- 
tional intereft would accrue in proportion to the 
prefent tate of the market.——After having thus 
mentioned the general extent of his demands, ex- 
Yalive of fome items, which he referved for a 
future day, he went on briefly to mention the 
ebjects om which he meant to propofe additional 
taxation; and in this he fhould comply as well 
with the recommendation in the fpeech of his 
excellency the lord ligutenant from the. throne, 
as with the withes of gentlemen on the other fide 
ofthe houfe, in taking care to lay no burthens to 
afie@t the poor. A tax on wines feemed little 
likely to affeét them —and therefore he propofed 
to lay a tax of 61. per ton on Portugal wines— 
and according to the condition of the Methuen 
treaty, a tax ef a third more, or gl. per ton, on 
French wines. This, reckoning on our ordinary 
importsy:would make 37,oe0l.—-but as there 
Was an extraordinary importation of wine in the 
prelent year, it could not be expected it would 
be fo much in the enfuing year, and therefore he 
Would reckon it but 30,0001. id | . 

The. next was a duty of three halfpence per 
buthel, on white fale imported into. this king- 
dom; but this though it would produce fome- 
thing confiderable was only a regulating duty, 
and calculated to benefit che falt manufacture of 
Areland, as in England a duty of one penny per 
duihel was laid on the exportation of rock falt, 
which while it enhanced the raw material to this 
Country, fecured the manufacture of white fale 
to England, and obliged.us to import our fait 
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from thence ready made. This would produce 
gocol. - 

He would produce a r¢gulation as to franking, 
which would produce 200¢l. 

Some regulations and additions on the tax of 
hair powder would be adopted. 

The next was an aflimilation of the ftamp du- 
ties on bills, notes, and receipts in Ireland, to 
the principle addpted in England, by extending 
the duty to bills and receipts fo low as for fums of 
40s. this he tuppofed would produce goo). 

There was another principle on which he could 


not calculate, it was a tax on fucceflions fimilar - 


to that lately adopted in England ; and he fhould 
firft wait to fee the Englifh bill before he brought 
forward any regulation on this head. 

There was another ground on which ‘it was 


neceffiry fomething fhould be done in order te 


fatisfy the public mind, It was on the fabje&t of 
the gold found in the ceunty of Wicklow; it 


was neceflary to fatisfy the public mind, whether . 


this matter was really of fo much importance as 
generally reprefented or not. The intention ef 
government was that fome experiments fhould be 
made there at an expence of about Sool. in or- 
der to try how far the diicovery was valuable. ie 
was underftood that all fuch mines were of royal 
property; if fo, and that this appeared of any 
importance it fhould be turned to national advan- 
tage, and an act pafled for that purpofe: but in 
this, care fhould be taken to fecure private pro- 
perty fo far as juftice required. be 

There was another ground ef claim on the pube 
lic account; it was on the governors of the 
bank of Ireland, whofe charter expired. On ace 
count of their infticution new officers and other 
arrangements had been created, at very confidera- 
ble expence to government, which he thought 
they ought to pay before the charter was to be 
renewed. 

There were fome other claims upon the treae 
fury, which it would be neceffary to provide, if 
the houfe fhould think fit. One was a charge of 
z1e0l. a year for the fupport of decayed military 
gentlemen, heretofore paid under the head of 
military contingencies, and which, if withdrawn 
from them, they muf be left to ftarve. 

He alfo fuggefted, that it would be neceffary to 
increafe the number of the treafury board. There 
were but four members who could fit, and three 
were neceflary to make aquorum. He, himfelf, 
had hitherto always. attended, but public duty 
would neceffarily require his abfence in England, 
and the board being a check on public expendi- 
ture, its operations could not be long fufpended 
confiftently with the intereft of the public. 

There was another branch of expence for the 
confideration of the houfe, and it would be difcre- 
tionary to adopt or reject it. The rank of colonel 
had been given to the liewtenant-colonels of mir 
litia, and thole gentlemen were taught to expect 
the pay alfo. This, therefore, was for the houfe 
to direet.——Having now gone through his ttatee 
ment, he would anticipate a queition which had 
frequently been afked in the courfe of debate, 
what retrenchments were ‘ intended to be made?” 
To this he would anfwer, that the civil lift had 
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*iready been reduced as faras the houfe deewied it 
proper to go. There bad been a redu‘tion in 
the penfion lift of 6000). nor did he know of any 
branch of the public expence in which farther 
retrenchment could be effected under the circum- 
fiances of the country, without producig \more 
fnjury than advantage to the national intereft. 
Mr. Vandeleur obferved upon the ftatement, 
that he had juft heard, that it would require fome 
time to underftand it; but three points ftruck 
him with refpe€t to the taxes: that upon fale 
was one which evinced a degree of ho'tility to 
Great Britain: that country was ufed in taxing 
exports to except Ireland, and he had muchrather 
the fubje had been fettled by an amicable nego 
ciation, than in the firft inftance to impole a tax, 
‘god that a tex which feil upon a neteffary of life, 
"Would it not be beter to adopt the idea of an 
hon. member of iaft feflion, and tax the diftillers, 
and thus moralige the poor, than impofe a tax 
wpon a neceffary of life. The diftillertes of this 
‘country, which in 5785 made one million of gal- 
Jons, had made more than four millions in 1796. 
The tax on fucceffions had been the very lat 
adopted by England, and he could not conceive 
‘why it was adopted here: he was not now how- 
ever prepared to cebate it. 

The right hon. W. B. Conyegham faid, that 
‘the propofed tax on fait would by no means affect 
the poor, while it would materially ferve the 
fale manufacture. 

Mr. Peliam faid, that fituated as he was, 
his firft obje@t thould be the intereft of Ireland : 
he had, in coffequence of the duty upon falt be- 
in gelaid on in England, taken fteps upon the fub- 
ject ; that duty was of mere regulation, to pre- 
vent the fmugegling of fait, and extended eqully 
to the coafting trade of England as to Ireland 5; and 
as to the.duty now propofed, he could affure the 
houfe, that Great Britain was apprized of it, and 
that it was laid on with her perfe& affenc, If a’ 
great quantity of manuractured falc were import- 
eu, it might affe& che poor 5 but the object was 
to prevent the neceflity of its importation, by 
protcCting our own manufacture. 

Mr. Cory faid, if the hon. member meant 
that he had approved the advitional tax on the 
diftilleries lait ieffion, he mach miiconceived his 
intentions. He was then of opinion that the tax 
inftead of increafing would diminith the revenue 
wmand the confeguence unfortunately verified his 
prediction. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, as to the 
duty on fale injuring the poor, it might have a 
quite contrary effect, by protecting and encou- 
thging the manufscture at home. With refpect 
to the tax on fuccetlions, he thought it a good 
one=—and that its being edopted early, inftead of 
being taken up asa laft refource, was by no means

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A recent melancholy event ptoved the neceflity 
of vigorous meafures to repel the audacity of the 
infurgents; a horrible murder had been commit- 
ted yeiterday morning on two men under the pro- 
tection of that noble lord, two men who. were te. 
have been witneffes again't fome of the banditti 
of defenders t-His lordthip faid, for five years 
paft the paffions of the lower orders of the people 
had bee inflamed by feditious papers, and by deo 
figning men, who took care to avoid the danger 
themfelves, while they brought their dupes under 
He had taken the li- 
berty of fuggeiting a bill at that period, which 
has fincge Been paffed: the Convention bill. Is 
was now made a part of the fyitem of infurrecti- 


Of to murder the witnefles, to intimidate men 


from som.ng forward te give evidence. He 
would again warn government not to let the pre-

His lordthip faid, his idem 
wis a bill ** to authorize the exegutive governe 
ment, at its diferetion and under its refponfibility 
to declare particular diitri€ts out of the king's 
peace. ""==eEle would dread the rifling of parlia- 
ment before the adoption of fome fuch meafure t 
fedition was now fy{tematifed and confolidated 5 
its actors were bound by oaths, from which it 
was found impoflible to difengage them, there 
fore information could not be obtained 3 the wit- 
neiles were murdered, therefore’ protecutions at 
Jaw could not be carried on. It was in vain to 
thick of opening the eyes of thofe infurgents, for 
they had been too effectually worked upon by 
thote who feemed to take no part in the milchiefy 
but who have been the real authors of it, and are 
now its fecret abettors. : 

Lord Glentqworth faid he rofe with high [atif- 
fiction to join with the noble vifcount in givin 
his approbation of the conduct of the noble e 
to whom he alluded, of whofe fervices to his 
country he had been highly fenfible, and he trufte 
ed every noble lord who felt as he did, would | 
come forward now, and tefify their approbawen 
of his exertions. 

His lordihip faid he had been obliged to be in 
apart of the country, where thofe exceffes were 
perpetrated that had been fpoken of by the 
noble vifcount, where a fettled fyftem of murder 
and rapine feemed to be: formed by infurgents im 
violation of every kind of law. | 

‘They had of late fo frequently put in execu- 
tion the barbarous fcheme of murdering perfons 
whom they fulpetteid would become intormers 
againit their atrocities, that juftice way defeated, 
and depredators and murderers efcaped the ven- 
geance of the laws.—Thefe offenders had formed 
aflociations that were indiffolable; they had 
taken oaths, and they firmly adhered to them, 
So many had been put te death by, them, who 
abhorred their diabolical proceedings, that the 
well affected now became their adherents, to fave 
their lives, | : 

Thefe offenders would fay tothe people, you 
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may efcape the jaws, but you cannot efcape our 
vengeance. If you join us and that you fhould 
happea to be apprehended——why it is only fuf- 
fering a little confinement, for no one. now gan 
inform again’ or profecute vs. M you go againt 
us, ceath will be your fate. Your advantsge 
therefore is to unite with us in our plundering 
career, and in time we fhall accomplith that ob- 
‘yet of revolution, to which we lovk and are in- 
flipated, | 

His Lordfhip attributed thofe atrocious pro- 

‘ceedings to the incitements of pesfons of dilaticct- 
ed rebellious principles, who had difperfed them- 
felvés through thofe parts. where thofe crimes 
were known, to induce unfortunate people with 
delufive ftories to commit thofe offences, for the 
ourpofe of attaining objeéts that fome anarchitts 
above the lower clafs have in yiew. He had known 
that a man rode on horfeback through the part of 
the country where his lordfhip had been, and in- 
dultriouSy diftributed in every hovel, not paffing 
that which could give refidence even to a pigy 
certain feditiots papers well known to be inimi- 
ca to otf cconiituvon, to corrupt and siliead 
thé minds of the pcopte. 
_ In this part of the country, contributions were 
raiféd among the people for fecret purpofes, 
tyimething to the amount of a guinea and a half 
each a year—ail which proceedings evinced a 
jettled fy iter cf revolt, that :equired every ex- 
ertion to be ufed to counteract. Tiey were 
too weak at prefent to carry any of their diabo- 
lical fchemes into execution, we ought therefore 
in time to prevent them from retaining that 
ftrength they wifhed for. Meafures for this 
purpole fhould be adopted before the feffion clofed, 
otherwife the enfuing fummer would be more 
diftinguithed with enormities by thofe infatuated 
people, than the lait. 

His lordthip highly approved of the bitl before 
the houfe. it was no. more than jultice to thofe 
who had aéted meritorionfly in defence of the 
sonGitution, ahd every man of property. lt was 
a ridiculous cant, to fay that thofe perfons had 
ated unconftitutionally : whetever iteps they bad 
taken wete to preferve the conititution, and their 
exertions were attended with good effeét 3 and if 
fuch meafures were again neceifiry, their adop- 
tion fhould have his approbation. His lordihip, 
after a yery animating {peech, and requefting par- 
don of theit lordfhips for having taken up their 
time, concluded with faying, my lords, we have 
peculiar advantages and peculiar privileges—let 
us therefore be peculiarin refifting the enemies 
of our conftituiion. I am ready to unite in the 
caufe, and fhare any danger that m iy await it 

The Lord Chancelier faic, that the ordinary 
purpofcs of the law were incompeient to check 
the licenticuinefs of the times: As 2 proot of 
this, an abominable and wicked murd:r had been 
commutted within the laf twenty-four hours on 
two perfons who were to give cvidence againft a 
traitor, and who had not only the protection of 
a noble lords place of refidence, but of a party of 
the army éntamped in his lordihip’s demefne. The 
perfons who perpetrated this hurribie crime, or- 
eered a candie te be lighted to thew them their 

omfertumate vittimns ; the candle went out by the 
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way, and one of ghe banditti declared that }, 
would fhoot the owner of the houfe, who helj 
the candle, if it were not inflantly re-lighted ; 
and afterwards, in cool blood fhot both the yp. 


‘happy witneiies, one of whom they beat in the 


head till they had beaten out his brains !a. 7p). 
{yftem of terror, his lorcthip faid, was not to be 
combated by the erdinary courfe of law. Why 
man will come forward to fupport the laws, jy 
the laws cannot protect him from the vengeance 
of the violator ? If this feffion thould pafi ove; 
without the enaction of laws firong enough t 


‘meet the fimothered rebellion in the country, 


there wil] be a revival of the miferies of 1641, 
The traitors proceed fyftematically to deter wir. 
nefles, and make conviction impoffible; joy 
then, unlefs magiftrates are empowered to re. 
prefs the treafon in a fummary way, Can it be pat 
an end to f=—His lordthip added, that if parjiy. 
ment did not adopt efficient mealures of (afery in 
the prefent feffion, the evil might become tug 
great to be refifted on the next meeting, 

The earl of Portarlingtan faid, that the noble 
lord who was included in the benefits of the. bili, 
might have rendered it unneceflary for himielf, 
if he had not been too humane to infli the pu- 
nifhment on the offenders which the exitting laws 
warranted.-—His lordfhip faid, that cafes of 
emergency jultified a proportionate extention of 
the conftitution: it was on that ground, thar, in 
the riots of London, lord Mansfeld recommend. 
ed the difarming of the citizens. His lordbip 
gave his full affent to the prefent bill. 

A mefiage was brought up trom the commons, 
requetting the attendance of lords Mountjoy and 
Donoughmore, on a committee of that houfe ap- 
pointed to inguire into the conduct of. the com 
miffioners of wide &reets 5 if their lordihips 
thought fit fo to do. 

The two noble lords expreffed their acquiel- 
cence, and the houfe agreed, 

The Lord Ciancellor faid, he rofe to apprile 
the noble lords of a practice of committees of 
the other houfe, which was not confonant to law, 
that of adminiftering oaths by means of .a magil- 
trate. His lordthip faid, that any magiftrate whe 
on the authority of a committee of that houle 
adminittered an oath, was guilty of a high mil- 
demeanor ; that the cammittee in directing the 
adminiltration would be guilty of a mifdemeanor; 
and that the perfon taking fuch an oath would 
be guilty of a breach of the law: no profecution 
for perjury could be founded on fuch a tefl 
mony. | 

The Earl of Farnham faid it had beea the 
ufage of the houfe of commons. 

The Lerd Chan ellor faid, it was therefore that 
he apprifed their lordthips of it. A  magiltrait, 
his lordthip faid, had no right to adminifter # 
oath buc in the execution of his duty a8 4 @% 
givrate 3 and a cafe had occurred to his kaow- 
ledge in which a committee of the commons 
directed a miagiftrage to adminifter an oath to 09 
of its own members, who very properly refalcs 
to take it, and demanded of the magitrate whet 
fore he prefumed to offer it:—If the houle.% 
commons, as a body, has no right to agminiee 
an oath, (and no man will pretend te fy 5h 
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1790: 
haw is it poffible to delegate.a power which 
‘ has not itfelf, to a committee ? As to calling 
ypon a magiftrate to adminifter an oath, the com- 
mittee might as well call upon a maiter in chan- 
cery to admin !

The fame day, Mr. Wilberforce rofe, to bring 
the confideration of the Mave trade-once more be- 
fore the houfe. In addition to the many argue 
ments repeatedly urged before, againft the huma- 
nity of the flave trade, he-faid, that there was 
one confideration to prove the neceflity of the 


-abolition, that muft now be particularly ftriking : 


he meant the prefent (tate of our Wett India 
iflands, which rendered it expedient that not a 
moment fhould be loft in effe€ting that defirable 
end, It muft be within the recolleétion of every 
one who heard him, that by the decree of the 
French convention, pafled in the beginning of 
the year 1794, which gave freedom to the flaves, 
the enemy had been enabled to repofiefs them- 
felves of fome of the iflands captured by us at the 
commencement of the war, which by any other 
means they had no proipect of acquiring: for to 
that emancipation only they were indebted for 
their fuccefs againft Guadaloupe, St. Lucie, and 
Gouyave: and, at a time when the fame prin- 
ciple was gaining ground in almoft all the plan- 
lations, it was more impolitic than ever to con- 
tinue the traffic, as newly imported Africans, 
Ciueily dragged from their homes, would natu- 
tally embrace every opportunity of opprefling 
their Oppolers, and of courfe be more violent in 
their refentment, than thofe habituated to flave- 
ty» from the impreffion on their memory Of the 
recent wrongs fuftained by them. If we conti- 
luicd (6 increafe thefe inflammable materials, 
éreadful mu be the explofion, whenever it hap- 
peaed. If we fhould conquer thofe iflands in 


_ Which freedom prevailed, could we ox pect to re- 
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duce them again to avery’? Or, of not, could 
we think of tolerating their emaneipation in ong 
place, and continuing them in a fhate of abject 

_ bondage in another ? If itewas our determination 

ifter it; the latter had no power of to keep them every where in a fate of fubjeQlion, 
how much lefs dmgerous would that talk have 
been, in cafe the importation of flaves. had beep . 
prohibited for the latt’four years, within which 
period a far greater number of them had been 
imported than had ever been remembered in the 
fame fpace of time; which circumftance, it 
mutt be clear to every gentleman, increaled the 
difficulty we had to encounter on that head. Had 
not experience taught him to think otherwife, 
he fhould have fuppofed that no one could now 
be found to maintain the policy of continuing the 

«Obnoxious traffic ; for even thofe who had on fore 
mer occafions fupported, that without conftanr 
fupplies of blacks from Africa, the buGnefs of 
the colonies would be ata ftand, muff now be 
convinced of the contrary, as the Freach, who 
had totally abolished the practice, had abundance 
of men in every quarter. File then appealed to 
thofe members, who previoufly to the laft ad- 
journment of the houfe, patriotically andfuccela- 
fully exerted themfelves to preferve their country 
from the anarchy with which it was -mendceds 
thofe gentlemen, .whem pofterity -would regard 
as the faviours of Great Britain, he earneitly con- 
jured to join with him. in vindicating the real 
wrongs of fuffering human nature. At a ume 
when they were employed.in the fuppreffion of 
anarchical defigns, they would, hejhoped, attend 
to the Grft ties of humanity and nature; and 
while, by averting outrage at home, they fecure 
ed their own happinets, they weuld not, by dif- 
regarding the calls of juftice in another pastof the 
world, tuffer their fellow creatures to be expofed 
to every {pecies of unprovoked cruelty, and far 
vage barbarity. And if at fhouldybe found that a 
neighbouring country, a prey to anarchyy coafu= 
fion, and bloodihed 5 governed bya fet of defper | 
rate defigning men, pofleficd of art fulficient to 
retain their power, where every moral and religi» 
ous obligation was ridiculed, where every: oute 
rage agalnft fociety and human nature was come 
mitted with impunity ; andwhere even the hope 
of future reward or punifbment avas derided and. 
deftroyed : if it fhould appear that fuch a nation 
had abolifhed this cruel and iniquitous traffic, 
who could imagine that it would be retained by a 
nation that profeffed to abbor the cruelties and 
atrocities comauttedin that neighbouring nation, 
und to holdin the bigheit veneration the awful 
fanctions of religion, and the fajutary inftitutions 
of law ? He cencluded by moving for leave for 
bringing in a bill for the total abolition of the 
flave trade.-—Part of. Mr. Wilberforce’s new ar- 
gument was likewHe urged by:-Mr Courtenay ¢ 
‘It,’ aid he, ¢ the conduct of two neighbouring 
nations fhould be compared, it would be found, 

-that one, which made few profeflions of religion, 
had obeyed its precepts, and the other, which 
aboumed in profeilions, had difregarded its prin 
ciples. The French had not only emancipated 
the negroes in thei Mlands, but one of their cap~ 
tains, who had taken two veflelg laden with 
flaves, and might have fold. them at a neutral 
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ifland, had given theta their freedom, by landing 
them on a French one. Had the laft motion for 
the abolition of the trade been fucce/sful, this re- 
inforcement of men, inftigated againft us not only 
by revenge, but by gratitude to their deliverers, 
would not have been added to our difficulties. 
The fact was, that the very continuance of flave- 
ry was the lofs of the iflands."—-The chancellor 
of the exchequer obferved, that no local or tem- 
pat circumftances of fuppofed policy ought, 

or a moment to influence the houfe, in deciding 
upon a queftion of juitice and humanity. He 
added, that every prefent circumftance, whether 
ef the fituation of our iflands, or the ftate of 
our genera] commerce, induced him to with that 
the trade had been abolithed four years ago, and 
afforded new inftances of the neceflity of tuppref- 
fing itnow. Mr. Buxton, fir Richard Hill, Mr. 
“William Smith, Mr. ferjeant Adair and Mr. Fox 
fpoke warmly for the motion; which was 4s 
ftrenuoufly oppofe’, on the grounds repeatedly 
urged before, by general Tarleton, fir William

On Tuefday, Feb. 23, the theriffs of the ry 
of London prefented a petition from the corpeiat 
tion againft the bill before parliament for making 
wet docks in Wapping, &c.

moft unobjeCtionable grounds. The bill airedtly 
went to remove the trade of London from its anci. 
ent and natural channel, to the prejudice of the 
owners of eftates in London, Southwark, ang 
Weftminiter, and for the fole advantage of in. 
terefted fpeculators, while the city of Londag 
offered in the fareft manner to form convenient 
docks and extend the quays at its own expence 
for the advantage of the public. He therefore 
moved, * ‘hat the petition do le on the table 
till the fecond reading of che bill,’ which was 
agreed to. 

Sir John Sinclair prefented a bil! for inclofiag 
and cultivating the wafte lands in that part of 
Great Britain called England. The bill was read 
a firft time. 

Mr. Henniker Major moved for leave to bring 
in a bill to enable courts to allow cofts in cafes 
of mifdemeanor, as in thofe of felony; to allow

On Thurfday, March 3, in the houfe of lords, 
lord Lauderdale rofe'to make the motion, of 
which he had before given notice, relative to the 
pealion granted to a certain individual. .He de- 
fired feveral documents to be read, by which it 
appeared that the 44 per cent. duties were approe 
priated for the ufe of the fortifications and dee 
ferice of the Leeward I{lands. In the appropria~ 
tion act of king William, they were part of the

&c. of Barbadoes; and the confequentr addrefs to 
queen Anne, they became appropriated to the 
fervice of the ifland, and were omitted in the 
civil litt bill of queen Anne. This, he thought, 
fufficiently proved, that they were no longer un- 
derftood as a part of the civil lift, or foaning 
portion of the private revenue of thecrownh. A 
thort fetch of rhe hittory of the 44 per cent. 
duties wowld elucidate the matter. Early in the 
laft century, Barbadoes was granted to an earl of 
Marlborough, and from him it paffed to an earl 
of Carlifle; under him to his heir at law, an 
earl of Kinnoul., A difpute arifing, it was agreed 
that the earl of Kinnoul fhould receive a Certaia 
proportion of property in the ifland, and the fu. 
préme dominion fthould be vetted in the crown, 
The colonial afiembly voted the 44 per cent. dy. 
ties for the maintenance and detence which the 
ifland received from their mother country. The 
duties at chat time amounted toa pretty conf. 
derable {um. During che civil wars in England, 
the cultivation of the iflands had much increafed, 
and their population muttiplied by the emigration 
during the civil wars.

They were now 
$n a fituation which demanded a facred and reli- 
pious application of the fund dettined for their 
prefervation ; and happy fhould he be if, in bis 
motion, he met that fuccefs which had formerly 
marked the labours of the houle of commons.

Nepean, dated at Sea, March 11, 1796, 
Cape Finifterres E. NE, 40 leagues. 


HAVE to reque‘t you will inform. my lords 
commiffioners of the admiralty, that the 
French corvette, La Bonne Citoyenne, mounting 
20 nine-pounders, and carrying 145 men, was 


captured yefterday by the fguadron under my. 


orders, Cape Finifterre E. by N. §8 leagues. She 
left Rochfort on the 4th Inft. in company with 
La Forte, La Scine, La Regeneréz frigates, and 
La Mutine brig, deftined fur the Ifle de France, 
and having troops and a great quantity of foldiers 
cloathiag on board.

received at this office from Sir William Sidzey 
Sinith. 


SIR, 

HAvinG received information that the armed 
vellels detached by the prince of Bouillon had 
chafed-a convoy, confifting of a corvette, luggers, 
four brigs, and two floops, into Hergui, | pro- 
ceeded off that port, to reconnoitre their pofition, 
and found the channel, which -I found very nar- 
row and intricate. 1 fucceeded, however, in 
guning a knowledge of thefe points fufficient t6 
detesmine me to attack them-in the Diamond, 
without lofs of time, and without waiting for the 
junGtion of any part of the fquadron, left the 
enemy fhould fortify themfelves ftrll farther on 
our appearance. Lieut. M‘Kinley, of the Liberty 
brig, and lieut. Goffet, of che Ariftocrat lugger, 
joined me off the Cape, and, though not under 
my orders, very handiomely off red their fervices, 
which I accepted, as {mall veffels were effentially 
neceffary in {uch an operation. The permanent 
fortification for the defence of the bay are two 
batteries on a high rocky promontory. We 'obd- 
lerved the enemy to be very bufily employed in 
Mounting a detached gun on a very commanding 
point of the entrance. At one o’clock yefterday 
afternoon this gun opened upon us as we pafled ; 
the Diamond’s fire, however, filenced it in 11 mi- 
hutes. The others opened on, us as we came 
tound the point ; and their commanding fituation 
giving them a decided advantage over a fhip in 
our pofition, I judged it neceffary to adopt another 
mode of attack, and accordingly detached the ma- 
Himes and boarders to land behind the point, and 
take the batteries in the rear. As the boats ap- 
proached the beach, they met with,a warm re- 
“sption, and a temporary check, from a body of 
'roops drawa up to oppofe their landing : the

confiderable portion of her men thus detached. I 
pointed out to lieut. Pine the apparent practica-- 
bility of climbing the precipice in front of the 
batteries ; which he readily perceived, and, with 
an alacrity and bravery of which I have had 
many proof in the courfe of our fervice together, 
he undertook and executed this. hazardous fer- 
vice, landing immediately under the guns, and 


rendering himfelf mafter of them before the co- 


lumn of troops could regain the heights. The 
fire from-the fhip was directed to cover our men 
in this operation; is checked the enemy in their 
advancement, and the re-embarkation was effeQ- 
ed, as foon as the guns were {piked, without the 
lofs of a man, though we have to regret lieut. 
Carter of the marines being dangeroufly wounded 
on this occafion. The enemy’s guns three 
twenty-four-pounders, being filenced and ren- 
dered ufelefs for the time, we proceeded to attack 
the corvette and the other armed veilels, which 
had by this time opened their fire on us, to cover 
the operation of hauling themfelves on fhore. 
The Diamond was anchored as clofe to the cor- 
vette as her draft of water would allow. The 
Liberty brig was able to approach near ; and, on 
this occafion, 1 cannot omit to mention the. very 
gallant and judigious: manner in which liet. 
M‘Kinley, her commander, brought this veffel 
into action, profiting by hér light draft of -water 
to follow the corvette clofe. The enemy’s fire 
foon flackened ; and the crew being obferved to 
be making for the fhore, on the Englith colour? 
being hoifted on the hill, I made the fignal for 
the boats, manned and armed, to board, direCting 
lieut. Goffet, in the lugger, to cover them: This 
lervice was executed by the party from the fhorey 
under the direction of lieut. Pine, in a manner 
that does them infinite credit, and him every hoe 
nour, a’ a brave man and an able officer. The 
enemys troops occupied the high projecting rocks 
all round the veffels, whence they kept. up an 
inceffant fire of mufquetry ; and the utmoft that 
could be effected at that moment was to fet fire 
to the corvette (named L’Btourdie, of 16 guns, 
twelve pounders on the main deck), and one of 
the merchant brigs; fince, as the tide fell, the 
enemy prefled down on the (ands, clofe tothe vef« 


{.ls; lieut. Pine therefore returned of board, 


having received a fevere contufion on the breaft 
As the tide rofe again it 
became practicable to make a fecond attempt to 
burn the remaining veffels. Lieut. Pearfon was 
accordingly detached for that purpofe with the 
boats; and, I am happy to add, his gallant ex- 
ertions fucceeded to the utmoft of my hopes, 
notwithftanding the renewed and heavy fire of 
mufquetry from the fhore. This fire was re~ 
turned with great fpiritc aod evident good effect 5 
and 1 was much pleafed with the conduct of licg:. 
Goffet, in the hired lugger, and Mr. Knight, in 
the Diamond’s launch, who covered the approach 
and retreat of the boats. The veffels were all 
burnt, except an armed lugger,” which leept up 
her fire to the laft. - The wind and tide fuiting 


at 10 at night to come out of the harbdur again, 
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we weighed and repaffed the point of Herqui, 
from which we received a few thot, the enemy 
having found means to reftore one of the guns to 
ativity.

The 
conduct of every officer and man under my com- 
mand meets with my warmett approbation ; it 
would be fuperfluous to particularife any others 
than thofe I have named; fvffice it to fay, the 
charaGteriftic bravery and agtivity of Britith fea- 
men never was more confpicuous. Lieut. Pine 
will hawe the honour to prefent their jordthips 
with the colours which he ftruck on the battery ; 
and | beg leave to recommend him particularly 
to their lordfhips as a moft meritorious officer. I 
have the henour to be, &c.

Tax meafures adopted by the Dutch govern- 
ment of Malacca fubfequently to the amicable 
propofals tendered by the naval and military com- 
manders of the Britith forces, by the agenty of 
Mr. Forbes Rofs M‘Donald, appointed by com- 
modore Peter Rainier, commanding the Britith 
fquadron in India, and col. John Brathwaite, 
commanding the land forces, on the coaft of Co- 
romande!], having rendered it neceffary to debark 
the troops, ‘owards which the poffeffion of the 
Conttantia, a Dutch armed thip, which lay be- 
tween the Englith fquadron and the fort, becom- 
ing indifptnfabic, actual hoftilities commenced by 
his majefty*s thip the Refittance firing upon, and, 
after exchanges of fome guns, taking poffeffion 
of her; and, having been followed by the dif- 
charge of feveral guns from the Dutch battery 
upon the Britith troops after they had gained the 
fhore, are circumftances which, together with the 
invitation fubfequently given to the Britifh com- 
manders to take poffeffion of the fort, cannot be 
conlidered in any other light than ultimately 
ore. the Dutch garrifon in the predicament of 

aving furrendered as prifoners of war, and which 
has been fince acknowledged by the Dutch go- 
vernment to have been their expectation.

mifing on our part to give protection to public 
and private property under the above refervation, 
and to defend the intereits of the ancient Dutch 
government againft their enemy the French, to 
the utmoft of our power, under the fojlowing 
cotiditions A greed.

his complaint fhould be both redreffed -and pro~ 
tected. | 

At the late quarter feffions at .Kilmainhamy, 
William Hynes was indiéted for adminittering the - 
defenders oath.

in the river:—The yacht immediately proceeded 
into the great ea(tern thip-lock, from whence 
{Se paffed into the floating-docks, into the mid- 
ale of which the was in a few minutes warped by 
means of the mooring buoys, and there caft an- 
chor. As foon as the yacht entered the bafon, a 
royal falute was fired trom the pask of artillery 
on the fouth bank of the docks, which was re- 
turned by the yacht as foom as fhe came to an- 
chor, when fhe alfo hoifted the soyal frandard.— 
About twenty veffels of confiderable fize, fome 
of them 400 tons and upwards entered the docks 
after the yacht, and each of them faluted as they 
came in; they were fu!lowed by a cor. fiderable 
number of fmall craft, and a varicty of barges 
and pleafure boats handfomely decorated, which 
gave great, variety and beauty to the fcene. As 
foon as the yacht let go her anchor, his excel- 
Fency earl Camden, with Mr. Pelham, attended 
by fir Alexander Schomberg came alhore in the 
yacht’s barge, and was received on the wharf be- 
tween the two large graving docks by the court of 
dire€tors of the grand canal.—The chairman, 

ohn Macartney, efg. then addrefied his excel- 
lency inthe following manner 

s¢ { feel myfelf highly honoured in performing 
the duty entruited to me by the grand canal com- 

y, of receiving your excellency, on the 
opening of this work, and of expreffing their 
fenfe of the great honour conferred upon them by 
your excellency’s prefence on this occafion.

To which his excellency was pleafed to return 
the following aniwer :

We fipnt Bi 
that the fpedtators did not amount to left tha 
one hundred and fifty thoufand ! and never wee 
people gratified with a fight which at the fam 
time that it delighted, elevated the mind. The, 
gaiety of the fcene, enlivened by the numberof 
boats and barges highly decorated, and filled with 
beautiful women, the firing of cannon, the muik, 
and the reiterated fhouts of the approving popu- 
hice—all impreffed the mind with a glow of pir 
fare and animation fcarcely to be deferibed; 
thefe, fucceeded feelings of an higher order, ia 
the contemplation of the perfection of the work- 
manthip of every part of this noble undertaking; 
together with the profpect which it gives of the 
rifing profperity and future opulence of the 

kingdom.
